Heavy Bonding 

Chairman White also asked the 
planning board what assurance it 
demands from a developer that he 
will put in roads, utilities and 
services in the entire sub-divi- 
sion — not only on the portion he 
may start to build. He suggested 
that a bond might be required of 
sufficient size to guarantee that 
the builder will carry on through 
the entire sub-division with the 
required utilities, drainage and 
proper road construction. 

Also under discussion was the 
size of bonds now required from 
builders as a guarantee that the 
work will be performed. The plan- 
ning board has set $8 per foot of 
road as a minimum but at pre- 
sent there is no bonding require- 
ment relating to drainage. Mr. 
White said a recent assessors’ 
conference in Providence dis- 
cussed the matter and discovered 
that average costs per foot is $12 
and that many towns add 10 per- 
cent to it. Costs in some places 
ran as high as $40 per foot, he re- 
ported. 

““The bond isn’t the whole an- 
swer’’, Mr. Noyes said, for a 
builder with substantial financial 
backing can afford to put up a 
large bond, making it ineffective 
as a deterrent to large sub-divi- 
sions.

spend enough money to get working plans and specifica- 
tions, call for bids then ask the town to appropriate the 
amount of the lowest bid; take the plans for the Central 
school or another local school, adapt them for the Vale 
site and go on from there; redesign the proposed school 
and get new cost estimates; scrap the plans, hire a new 
architect and start from scratch; ask architects to draw 
rough designs for submission before an architectural 
choice is made — all these ideas and many more have al- 
ready been suggested. 

There are so many well-intentioned suggestions that it 
is almost impossible to arrive at a sensible answer — for 
many have considerable merit as well as serious draw- 
backs, 

Thus we believe the school committee should begin an 
‘agonizing re-appraisal’’ — with the assistance of a few 
| well-qualified persons as advisors. Basically, the de- 
cision is the school committee’s responsibility but we 
feel that some help from citizens would not be remiss. 
Then the committee members could weigh the advice of 
their fellow townsmen and come up with recommendations 
that probably would receive the necessary Support from 
the community. 

Our interest in the matter, as is the case with most of 
the residents of the community, is to see that a school is 
built in the Vale just as soon as possible. It is urgently 
needed. There is no time to waste. 

And so we suggest that the school committee start its 
re-appraisal immediately and that such citizens as it 
chooses be asked to serve in an unofficial capacity so 
that no time will be lost by calling a special town meet- 
ing. Such a group could probably sort out the wealth of 
material, deliberate carefully and come up with recom- 
mendations within a very few weeks. 

We do not necessarily reserve our approval of the pro- 
posed new building, as approved by the school committee 
and the Finance committee. Rather, we believe that the 
re-appraisal will either prove the wisdom of accepting 
the new school as designed or give concrete reasons for 


designing a different building. 
In this community are men who deal with construction 


or engineering problems daily. It is their business. We 
think the school committee should invite two or three 
such men to take part in the deliberations. 

Under the law, the town has a Finance committee, with 
the specific responsibility of approving or disapproving 
appropriations after considering the town’s ability to pay 
and other financial factors. One member of that commit- 
tee could be invited to serve as a consultant. 

The Taxpayers association has taken a real interest in 
the school problem — thus we feel one member of that or- 
ganization should be invited to participate. That person 
should, if possible, be a businessman with some knowl- 
edge of construction so that he could consider the wealth 
of facts and statistics as well as the construction prob- 
lems involved. 

With such a proposed membership, the committee would 
number (1) five members of the school committee; (2) su- 
perintendent of schools; (3) five townspeople. Such a 
group could come quickly to grips with the problem. 

Further, we suggest that everyone let the tumult die 
down while the committee is working on the problem — let 
all of us refrain from offering our own solutions until we 
find out what such a group of consultants, with the 


school committee, comes up within the way of recommen-

Realty Const. | 
Wants Approval 
Of Small Lots 


A hearing on definitive plans of 
the Realty Construction company 
for a 66-home development behind 
Westwind rd. brought some 40 per- 
sons to the town hall Monday 
night. 

Under the closest scrutiny were 
the firm’s plans for drainage in 
the area, with several worried 
homeowners asking for assurances 
that water would not be diverted 
onto their property. 

Of equal concern, however, was 
the possibility that the planning 
board could approve the plans — 
filed before town meeting — be- 
fore the new zoning by-law be- 
comes law. Member Fredric 5. 
O’Brien explained that until the 
attorney general approves the 
zoning by-laws, it might be pos- 
sible for the board to give approv- 
al based on the former require- 
ments. Such a move would depend 

on whether the attorney general 
approved the laws retroactive to 
town meeting and a legal inter- 
pretation of town by-laws. How- 
ever, several residents made it 
clear that the town meeting had 
voted for Zone B requirements in 
the area and they felt that the 
board shouldn’t approve any lesser 
lot sizes. 


Zone B is 150 foot frontage 
and 30,000 square feet while 
Zone A, in which the land fell 


prior to town meeting, was 15,000 
square feet and 115 feet of front- 
age. 
Look Lousy 

Roger Vinson, representing the 
firm, told the town officials and 
residents that the larger lot re- 
quirements would force the firm 
to redesign the development and 
that ‘tit will look lousy’’. He 
said some lots would have extra 
long street frontage with little 
depth but that, in all, about 46 
homes would be built there — 20 
less than planned. He believed 
that a decrease of that amount 
would not benefit the town par- 
ticularly. 
Water Problem 

Many persons asked the firm 
about specific drainage problems 
near their homes and the vital 
question of adequate water pres- 
sure was raised. Planning board 
members asserted that the firm’s 
offer of water pipe would have to 
be taken up by several town 
boards. The firm offered to pro-
